THE POLAR DEAR.

Account of Its Appearance,
Wright, Habits and Amusements.

Tho polar bear Is not perfectly nhlto
in color; but of a faint yellowish tint.
Tho bear Is sometimes very nearly
whlto in Grinnell Land, but never per-
fectly so. At tho end of a long winter
vrc 1 Hied a bear at Sabine, which born
well- - narked yellowish sjiol.s.

Tho size of this animal has been very
much exaggerated. I havo no doubt
that most of you and tho larger part of
tho world bcllcvo In tlto stories which
wcro told by Uhcring upon his return
from tlto arctic regions, concerning the
rcmarkablo slro and ferocity of polar
bears. They havo been very
greatly exaggerated. Tho animal
hero before us is about nine feet
long nnd four and a half feet high at
tho shoulder-blade- s, and Is n good rep-
resentative of tho largest of these ani-

mals Indeed, is as largo as any I saw
or ever heard of, while in tho arctic re-
gions. Several of my party obtained
specimens of tho polar bear from tho
same region quite similar to tho speci-
men before us.

Tho weight of a polar bear of about
the sizo I mentioned, is, in thosummcr
and fall, about sixteen hundred pounds.
Of course It depends largely upon the
season uhen caught. Ono weighing
sixteen hundred pounds in the fall
would in tho spring wciglt about eleven
or twelve hundred pounds.

In connection with tho polar bear
we find ono of tho provisions which
nature has made for tiio Arctic animals,
namely, tho ability to subsist during
the long polar winter upon tho fat
which has accumulated in their bodies
during tho summer months. Tills fat
is generally in layers; that Is, there is a
layer of fat and one of lean, nt least
nmong tho greater number of animals;
but in ono specimen which we killed,
tho fat, instead of bt ing in layers, was
distributed ns a net-wor- k over the
body.

Tho polar bear is generally supposed
to bo a ferocious animal. Ho is. on the
contrary, the mot cowardly of all tho

family, and can not stand com-
parison ns regards pluck with the
black, cinnamon nnd other bears of the
United States and other place. He ii
at the extreme end of the scale of cour-
age. Tho polar bear never, or very
rarely, faces a man, or goos near him,
unless ho is able to tako htm at a dis-

advantage. An engineer in a Gentian
Arctic expedition was seized by a btar
which carried him some distance; but
tliis occurred at night and tho engineer
was unprepared for tho attack. Oc-
casionally theso bears creep up to theit
prey and kill it at a single blow.

The food of the bear consists very
largely of seals. The seal spends the
larger ptrilon, drobably uiuo-tcnth- s,

of its lime in sleeping on tho Ice. The
bear will then steal up near it, when
being dlstmlfcd by tho creaking on the
ice, it awakes; but after a few second!
again goes to sleep. Tills is tho liear'i
opportunity. He moves nearer and
nearer, nnd then witli a sudden spring
seizes the seal.

Tho polar bear, altl ongli large, and
clumsy in iu gait, is tcry active, and
tho strength In its forefeet is some,
thing marvelous.

In tho region of the Arctic circle
where 1 served, the bear Is tint largest
of the land animals.

Tho polar bear passes oter tho Ice
with surprising swiftness; and ha may
be said to b equally at homo 011 the
ice, on the laud and in tho water. A

bear was seen from the mast-hea- In
the middle of a strait forty miles wide,
when no Ico could lo discovered.

In regard to lliciramusemcnts, for It
really seems nt times from their ac-
tions that they do nmiiso themselves,
they 'ciu to bo fond of an exercise
that has become very fashionable with
in the last year In American circles,
'. e "tobogganing." or "sliding down
hill," as it was called in my my early
days. Tho bear seem to llko nothing
belter than occasionally to slldo down
a large snow-drif- t. Why or wherefore
no one knows.

The meat of (lie bear Is not ns a gen-
eral tiling disagreeable to tho tasto. It
is like that of tho brown bear. In the
spilngor summer, after tho bear has
fed on fish and seal, tho meat Is rather
strong. Ono portion of the bear, how-
ever, the Kcqiilmatidoes'iiot think Is fit
to cat, and that Is tho liver, which, It
is said, causes nil to become tick. And
I havu good reason to think this asser-
tion true. I do not, however, stato It
ns a fact, but its what Is said by the
Esquimau and others. General A. II'.

THE USEOF GYPSUM.
Its Consumption Diminished by Connies'

Ins; Theories Abont Ita Action.
Gypsum was Introduced into tills

country for fertilizing purposes by
llonjamln Franklin, who learned Its
value in Franco. Ho sowed somo on n

portion of a clorer-lel- d near Philadel-
phia, and its effects wcro so noticeable
as to nttrnct great attention. Although
tho country was poor nnd the soil hnd
not begun to lw impoverished by fre-

quent cropping, largo quantities ol

B3tHiX 'cro Imported from Franc
and applied to land. It was, afterward
discovered In Nova Scotia, and sup-
plier were obtained from there. Sub-
sequently it was found In New York
and Michigan In large quantities, nnd
Its uso became quite general In pnrtul
tho country where potatoes and clovet
wcro lending crops. Farmers put a
handful In a jilll of potatoes when thoy
dropped tho seed, or placed It about tht
tops when they first apeared above
ground, nnd found Hint It increased the
yield. They sowed it on clovcr-field- t
with equally good results.

While farmers wcro entirely satisfied
with the results obtained by tho use ol
gypsum, and did not weary themselves
nbout tho philosophy of its action, all
went well, and the use of tho fertilizci
was very general. Soon, howover, ag'
rlcultural chemists commenced to en-
lighten farmers about its mode of ac-
tion, and then tho troublo began In
earnest. One chemist stated that gyp-
sum furnished both Ilmo runt sulphut
for tho uso of plants, and that they en-
tered directly Into their composition.
Another disputed tills, and showed by
carefully-conducte-d experiments that
clover raised on what is called "plast-
ered land" contained no more llmo ot
sulphur than that produced on land
that had received no dressing or gyt-sum- .

A third chemist now hroughl
out a now theory, which was that gyp-
sum nbsorbed ammonia from tho

nnd handed it over to plants,
thus contiibutlng largely, to tlicit
growth at n merely nominal expense.
Ono dressing of gypsum, which would
remain and "do business" for years,
was capable of collecting, storing nnd
delivering ammonia to clover and oth-

er plants, without diminishing its stock
in trade to tho smallest extent. Thlf
theory, however, was apparently ills
proved by a fourth chemist, whe
passed a current of ammonia ovei
gypsum, and fm iid that It did not ah-sor-

any of it.
Then tho theory that gypsum ab-

sorbed moisture from tl.o atmosphere
nnd soil during n wet time, nnd gave il
off for the use of plants when tho alt
and groiin I wire dry was proclaimed.
This was disposed of In the same way
tho theory of absorbing ammonia was,
by showing that dry gypsum did not
sensibly increase in weight by Wing
exposed to a very moist atmosphere.
The latest theow' in regard to the ac-
tion of this substance is that It sett
free potash which has lx en absorbed
and fixed to the soli. Tills theory it
an ingenious one, and has tho merit ol
not being disproved to date. It mat
be, and quite likely will be, tho ac-
cepted theory of all agricultural chem-
ists at no very distant day. Many
who accepted this theory lit regard tc
tho general action of gypsum also be-

lieve that it does nbsorb ammonia
whon it lias been completely dissolved
by water, of which a large amount it
required. The general belief of farmer
who aro not po'scsscd of much scien-
tific knowledge Is that while gypsum it
highly beneficial to the field to which II
is applied, it actually injures those in
t'no ticinity by appropriating tho

that would otherwise, servo tc
enrich them. There is no reason, how
ever, for believing that such is tho case.

It is gcnorally believed that the pro-
mulgating, defending and denying the
various theories about tho way gypsum
arts have had much to do in prevent-
ing its general use. If such is the caf
it only shows that many persons cart
more for theory than for fact. If Hit
application of land-plast- Increase
tho yield of potatoes, clover and otli 1

crops, its uses should bo contlnueil
whether any one knows for a certainty
how it acts. Wo should "never mind
tho why and wherefore" but only
judge of tho results it produces. If "a

dollar's worth of land-plas'- will pro-
duce ten dollar's worth of rrops, it ii
an economical fertilizer to buy mid tc
uso freely. That it is capricious thai
is, that it does not affect nil soils in the
same way should not slnnd in the
wity of expe-imenti- with it. It ha
added mnch to gains of farmers in
somo parts of the country, nnd it it
likely that it would bo highly bene-
ficial to many bodies of land to which
it has never been apptlsd. It costs but
little to make an experiment with It,
for it Is by far the cheat ast of any ol
the commercial fertilizers. It Is a
cleanly substance to handle, nnd n
hundred jiounds is the usual amount
applied to an aero of clmer land.

bulk, lu legal phraseology, proved to
correspond exactly with tho sample. I
havo nlwitys urged that lu deal with
adulteration effectually wc lutist go to
the fountain head, but, r.ndcr those
circumstances the quot'iuu arises:
What are we to do when ws get therof
Tlto analyst In this instance said that
it was tho worst sample of genuine
milk on record, and that ho should ro
port on tho case. Hut what then? A
cow cnpnhlo of producing babies' milk
with ten per cent, of added water
clearly deserves no mercy; but can sho
be dealt with under the Food and
Drugs net. London Truth.

A good cough sirup Is made ol
one pound of figs, ono pound of
rnlslns, thrco lemons, one-ha-lf jiound
of rock candy, ouo-ha-lf pound of loaf
sugar and ono quart of cider. Split
tho fruit nnd slice the lemons nnd put
them In 11 fruit Jar, in layers; d.
ride the sugar nnd rotk candy evenly
between tho layers and pour over the
whole the cider. Allow it to stand
threodays before using.

1WO DEEP WELLS.

Sandstone Fonnd at a Deplhor Orer Three
Thoiisnnit Feet.

A firm of Bilk inr.nufncturcrs at
Northampton, Mass., nbout two years
ago began sinking nn artesian well
there. It has now reached a depth of
fl.ttO feet. All but 200 feet of tho
boring has been through sandstone.
When tho sandstono was readied It
was thought that nt n depth of 760 feet
that would ho tho last of It, but when
this depth hnd been nttnlncd nnd tho
sandstono still continued It wns thou
predicted that by tho tlmo tho drill
had gono down 1,250 feet it would bo
through tho stratum, but not so; and
ngaln another prediction was In order,
nnd 1,500 wns tho depth named. Hut
now tho best geologist. nro nt n loss
what to say, for tho question how far
tho sandstone docs extend is a conun-
drum which thoy "givo tip." Prof.
Kmcrsou of Amherst Collcgo nnd other
eminent geologists dcclnro that it Is
Impossiblo to tell any tiling nbout It.
Mr. Haskell, tho solicitor of tiio North
American Mining Company, which Is
linking tho well, has brought tho mat-
ter beforo tho geologists of tho Hostou
School of Technology, nnd they do not
attempt to givo nny theory which
affords nny encouragement ns to how
far It will probably bo necessary to go
down beforo getting through with tho
sandstone Tiio theory Is that tho
sandstono is tho deposit of n vast river
current In tho past ages, and therefore
it is difficult to nrrlvo at any conclusion
ns to what tho depth of this deposit
may bo. Tho well Is now tho deepest
In tiio country, nnd, with ono or two
exceptions, tho deepest in tho world.
Tliero Is ono nt St. Louis 3,180 feet iu
depth, which flow scvonty-ttv- o gallons
of wnler per minute Northampton
Herald.

Fernt for the House.

Ferns nro easily cultivated if n few
practical details nro observed. Grow-
ing In their native ground they nro
mostly to bo found in shady place.',
whcro tho soil is moist. Under cultiva-
tion a shady window or exposure, with
n good supply of water nt tho roots, Is
necessary. Perfect drnlnago is very
essential, nnd to givo this, broken pot,
tile or small stones, or small pieces of
charcoal, should bo placed iu the pot
or in the ground if the ferns nro out-

doors. Moss may also bo ttsed ns n
foundation soli, covering it witli black
loam nnd garden soil a mixture of
half each, sprinkling it good mixttiroof
sand throughout. A fcru platter Is n
pretty cmbclislimcnt for tho dining
room or library nnd Is made by bank-
ing up on n platter or largo dish somo
good soil nnd planting in it a few fern
plants. Thoy grow well, sending out
now fronds, and keep green and fresh
tho cntiro season with very littlo care.
A basket or pot of ferns set In nil open
fireplace will thrive well nnd fill the
aperture with leaves long beforo tho
season for making n fire, nnd help to
vctitilato a room. Detroit Tribinte.
